The spout of the vase is in the form of © 
a lion’s head,with volute-like projections above it, through 
holes in which the ends of the handles pass. The other 
ends of the handles pass through similar holes in the mask 
of Pan which is fastened to the opposite side of the vase. 
Two other masks of the same type are attached to the upper 
part of the vase halfway along the sides. The lion’s head 
and the three masks were cast and soldered on. The foot 
is set off from the body of the vase, and the lower side of it 
is engraved with concentric circles. There are also 
engraved lines round the mouth. The handles are 
quadrilateral and terminate in bobbins. 

The number of ancient silver buckets still extant is very 
small. The British Museum possesses two silver buckets, 
both found in France, one at Chaourse and the other near 
Vienne; these are of Roman Imperial date, and the shape is 
quite distinct from that of the present example. A silver 
bucket of somewhat similar form to this, but with a different 
type of foot and a different scheme of decoration, was dis- 
covered at Herculaneum and is published by Waldstein in 
his Herculaneum, plate 44: the reliefs with which it is 
decorated show it to be of early Imperial date. Closer 
analogies are furnished by buckets of bronze and of painted 
clay. The clay situlae belong to the later fourth and the 
third centuries B.c.: examples are to be found in the British 
Museum (F. 307, Apulian; G. 30 and G. 31, from Vulci 
in Etruria). The bronze situlae cannot be dated with the 
same ease, but the examples seem to range from the fourth 
to the second centuries B.c. Bronze situlae of types like 
the present have been found at Paestum (Museo Borbonico, 
6, pl. 31, 4), at Herculaneum (Waldstein, pl. 42), in 
Etruria (Museo Gregoriano, 1, pl. 8, 3a and 4, from 
Bomarzo or Vulci), and at Waldalgesheim in Germany 
(Willers, Hemmoor, p. 118, fig. 47: Greek import). An 
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example from Chianciano, near Chiusi, is assigned by 
Evans to the second century B.c., by reason of the objects. 
discovered in the same grave (Archaologia, 52, p. 376). 

It seems likely, on the evidence provided by the bronze 
and clay buckets, that this example was made some time 
between the fourth and the second centuries B.c. <A date 
in the third or second century would suit the bold modelling 
of the masks and the vigorously executed yet conventional 
lion’s head. ; 

Some of the extant bronze situlae were no doubt intended 
for ordinary outdoor use, but the finer of them, as well as 
the clay situle, can hardly have been meant for heavy 
work. This silver situla must have been a piece of table 


silver, and as such is of great rarity. The end of one 
handle is bent back, but otherwise the vase is in excellent 
condition.

‘type of foot and a different scheme of decoration, was dis- 
covered at Herculaneum and is published by Waldstein in 
his Herculaneum, plate 44: the reliefs with which it is 
decorated show it to be of early Imperial date. Closer 
analogies are furnished by buckets of bronze and of painted 
clay. The clay situlae belong to the later fourth and the 
third centuries B.c. : examples are to be found in the British 
Museum (F. 307, Apulian; G. 30 and G. 31, from Vulci 
in Etruria).

The end of one 
handle is bent back, but otherwise the vase is in excellent 
condition.

142 A GREEK SILVER SITULA (bucket): height 9 in., not 
including the handles: weight 56 oz. The vase was bought 
by the present owner in Corfu, and is said to have been 
found, about 1900, at Paramythia in Epirus, a site which 
has yielded a number of fine Greek bronzes now in the 
British Museum. The spout of the vase is in the form of 
a lion’s head,with volute-like projections above it, through 
holes in which the ends of the handles pass. The other 
ends of the handles pass through similar holes in the mask 
of Pan which is fastened to the opposite side of the vase. 
Two other masks of the same type are attached to.the upper 
part of the vase halfway along the sides. The lion’s head 
and the three masks were cast and soldered on. The foot 
is set off from the body of the vase, and the lower side of it 
is engraved with concentric circles. There are also 
engraved lines round the mouth. The handles are 
quadrilateral and terminate in bobbins. 

The number of ancient silver buckets still extant is very 
small. The British Museum. possesses two silver buckets, 
both found. in France, one at Chaourse and the other near 
Vienne ; these are of Roman Imperial date, and the shape is 
quite distinct from that of the present example. A silver 
bucket of somewhat similar form to this, but with a different 
type of foot and a different scheme of decoration, was dis- 
covered at Herculaneum and is published by Waldstein in 
his Herculaneum, plate 44: the reliefs with which it is 
decorated show it to be of early Imperial date. Closer 
analogies are furnished by buckets of bronze and of painted 
clay. The clay situlae belong to the later fourth and the 
third centuries B.c.: examples are to be found in the British 
Museum (F. 307, Apulian; G. 30 and G. 31, from Vulci 
in Etruria). The bronze situlae cannot be dated with the 
same ease, but the examples seem to range from the fourth 
to the second centuries B.c. Bronze situlae of types like 
the present have been found at Paestum (Museo Borbonico, 
6, pl. 31, 4), at Herculaneum (Waldstein, pl. 42), in 
Etruria (Museo Gregoriano, 1, pl. 8, 3a and 4, from 
Bomarzo or Vulci), and at Waldalgesheim in Germany 
(Willers, Hemmoor, p. 118, fig. 47: Greek import). An 
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example from Chianciano, near Chiusi, is assigned by 
Evans to the second century B.c., by reason of the objects 
discovered in the same grave (Arch@ologia, 52, p. 376). 
It seems likely, on the evidence provided by the bronze 
and clay buckets, that this example was made some time 
between the fourth and the second centuries B.c. A date 
in the third or second century would suit the bold modelling 
of the masks and the vigorously executed yet conventional 
hon’s head. 
Some of the extant bronze situlae were no doubt intended 
_ for ordinary outdoor use, but the finer of them, as well as 
the clay situle, can hardly have been meant for heavy 
work. This silver situla must have been a piece of table 


silver, and as such is of great rarity. The end of one 
handle is bent back, but otherwise the vase is in excellent 
condition.
